News.) — Commander’ Richard  E. 
Byrd's exploration venture in the 
south polar area has created a. diplo- 
matic situation which has reached the 
point where the state department has 
prepared a note contesting certain 
british claims in Antarctica, the 
United News learned tonight. 

There is no mention in the Ameri- 
can note of the Monroe Doctrine, but 
it is understood the department has 
contemplated taking the position 
President Monroe's proclamation could 
be made applicable to parts of Ant- 
arctica oa the theory that some of 
the south polar region is a part of 
the western hemisphere. 

Geographic authorities here consid- 
er the British claims in Antartica to 
be on such a grand scale that prac- 


tically all future discoveries which 
might be made in Antarctica would be 
subject to claim by Britain. It was 
this situation which prompted the de- 
partment to prepare a reply when 
there was received from Great Britain 
a note, apparently innocuous, to the 
effect that if Commander’ Byrd 
wished to land on British territory 
in making his explorations, Britain 
would be glad for him to do so, 


Would Admit Claims. 


To permit this note to remain un- | 
answered in the opinion of American | 


diplomats, would amount to an admis- 
sion of all British claims in the Ant- 
arctic. This government is expected 
to make counter claims. The British 
note mentioned (the proclamation of 
1926 by the British imperial confer- 
ence, which, the United News was in- 
formed, made claim to virtually all of 
Antarctica then known to exist. This 
proclamation, made at the suggestion 
of Australia and in the possession of 
the state department, held that “Brit- 
ish title already exists by virtue of 
discovery” to the following areas:

The main army of the Mexican 
revolution was smashed to pieces in 
one of the bloodiest battles in revolu- 
tionary history when a pursuing fed- 
eral army caught up with insurgents’ 
troop trains at La Reforma, state of 
Chihuahua. Federal cavalry was last 
reported hotly pursuing the scattered 
bands of a once powerful force. 

Eight hundred rebel dead lay piled 
in three heaps beside the _ railroad 
tracks at La Reforma and _ 1,000 
wounded were being cared for by the 
federals when the Associated Press 
correspondent, with Federal Command- 
er Almazan’s army, arrived at the bat- 
tlefield. 
General Almazan had not completed

Perhaps it is confi- 
dence, rather than faith, but anyway, 
I have unbounded confidence in na- 
ture—and I spell nature with a small 
n—I have unlimited confidence in the 
capability of nature to take care of 
the involuntary or unconscious func- 
tions of my body. One of these invol- 
untary and unconscious functions is 
the control and regulation of the di- 
gestive processes, and particularly the 
motor activities or propulsive move- 
ments of the alimentary canal. So 
long as an individual is alive and not 
stricken by any grave organic dis- 
ease or mortal injury, nature will take 
care of this function, all right, until 
and unless interfered with.

Credit, Currency and Gold. 
At the end of March the volume of 
reserve bank credit stood at about $1,- 


400,000,000, about $300,000,000 above 
the average level of the 5-year period 
1922- - The increase in reserve 
bank credit since 1927 has been due 
to gold exports, which began in the au- 
tumn-‘of that year. During the period 
1922-1927 gold had come to the United 
States in large volume and had been 
added in large part to the reserve 
balances of member banks, where it 
formed the basis of a rapid expansion 
of bank credit. This expansion was 
more rapid than would otherwise have 
been possible, owing to the fact that 
on the liability side of the member 
banks increased chiefly their time de- 
posits, which require only a 3 per 
cent reserve with the reserve banks, 
while their demand deposits showed 
a smaller relative growth. Thus, 
owing to a gradually declining ratio 
of member bank reserves to their de- 
posits and, therefore, to their loans 
and investments, the gold which came 
to this country during the 5-year pe- 
riod 1922-1927 gave rise to an expan- 
sion at the unusually high rate of S15 
of member bank credit tu $1 of mem- 
ber. bank reserves, 

The.gold received during the period, 
having n deposited with the reserve 
banks to the credit of the.~member 
banks, became available as reserves 
and enabled the member banks to ex- 
pand their own operations. The re- 
serve banks, however, which are not 
operated on a profit-making basis, did 
not expand the volume of their credit 
on the basis of the additional gold re- 
ceived, but maintained it in accord- 
ance with the system’s policy with 
reference to general credit conditions. 


bank credit showed little change, and 
the imports of gold alone were the 
basis of the growth in currency and in 
member bank reserves. The rapid 
growth of credit, predicted upon gold 
imports, was a factor in keeping 
money rates relatively low through- 
out the period, and the _ relative 
ease in the money market in turn 
was a factor in the continued ac- 
tive state of trade and industry. 

Reversal of Gold Movements in 1927. 

In 1927, after the world had large- 
ly returned to the gold basis, easy 
money conditions in this country were 
a factor in reversing the direction of 
gokl movements. The federal reserve 
system encouraged the outward move- 
ment of gold, as it had always consid- 
ered a better distribution of existing 
gold reserves to be in the interests of 
better monetary and trade conditions 
throughout the world. 

Foreign demand for gold was met 
by member banks out of their reserves, 
and after November, 1927, this loss of 
reserves was not offset by the reserve 
banks through the purchase of securi- 
ties. To bring their reserves up to 
the legal requirements the | nks were, 
therefore, obliged either tv borrow 
from the reserve banks, or to cun- 
tract their own oitstanding volume of 
credit. Rather than cause a contrac- 
tion of bank credit in sufficient vol- 
ume to reduce reserve requirements by 
the full amount of gold exports, mem- 
ber banks borrowed the amount neces- 
sary to replenish their reserves from 
the reserve banks. The increase in 
borrowing. which amounted to about 
$600,000,0000 in the course of six 
months in 1928, was larger.than would 
have been necessitated by the exports 
of gold alone, owing to the fact that 
the federal reserve banks during the 
period sold United States securities, 
thus withdrawing funds from the 
market.

RICHMOND-ATLANTA | 


AIR MAIL PILOT 
HURT INCRASH 


Richmond, Va., April 4.—()— 
Henry Merrill, Richmond-Atlanta 
mail pilot, was rendered unconscious 
early this morning in a forced land- 
ing near Wirterham, Va. His plane 
was crashed as it plunged through a 
30-wire long distance telephone line. 

Merrill, who was brought to a hos- 
pital here this morning, is not be- 
lieved seriously hurt. His body was 
severely bruised and his eye has an 


ugly cut above it, physicians said. 

Merrill says that he must have re- 
mained unconscious for 45 minutes 
before he was able to walk.a mile 
and communicate with the Richmond 
airport, about 30 miles from the 
scene of the crash. 


He was flying to Richmond from — 


Atlanta and due here shortly after 
1 o’clock this morning. He said en- 
gine trouble made an emergency land- 
ing necessary.

U. S. PROTESTS BRITISH 
CLAIM TO POLAR LAND

ed. The American argument will con- 
sist of two parts: 

1—Much of the area claimed by 
Britain originally was discovered in 
the name of the United States. 

2—That Byrd, by means of his 
planes and other equipment which 
earlier explorers did not have, is dis- 
covering and probably will continue 
to discover hitherto unknown areas. 


To Make Counter Claims. 


The United States is expected to 
make a counter claim for all of Wilkes 
Land, comprising a part of Antarcti- 
ca, This claim will be based upon 
the contention that Charles Wilkes, 
of the United States navy, led an of- 
ficial expedition authorized by con- 
gress. Wilkes discovered Wilkes Land 
in January and February, 1840. ‘The 
department contends the “exact gev- 
graphical extent’ of this area “has 
never been defined,” and that the 
United States, therefore, could claim 
an indefinite part of Antarctica on 
the strength of Wilkes’ exploration. 

It is understood also, that the Unit- 
el States contemplates a counter 
claim to the Falkland island depeu- 
dencies which the imperial conference 
of 1926 pronounced to be British ter- 
ritory. In this phase of the dispute 
is involved Graham Land, which this 
government contends was first dis- 
covered by Captain Palmer, of the 
United States, in 1820. It is con- 
tended here that with the exception 
of James Clark Ross’ discovery of 
Ross sea, where Byrd is now operat- 
ing, the British exploration of Ant- 
artica did not begin until the twen- 
tieth century with Captain R. F. 
Scott's. 1901 expedition and that of 
Sir Erfiest Shackleton in 1909. Some 
Antractic islands also are claimed by 
France. | 

U. S. Has Best Claim. 

A possible settlement of the dis- 
pute appears to be found in the fact 
that of the four quadrants into which 
Antarctica is divided, the United 
States has the best claim to the quad- 
rant on the opposite side of the pole 
from the western hemisphere. It is 
not believed this area comprises 
Wilkes Land in any way could come 
under the Monrve Doctrine because 
of its position opposite Australia. It 
alsu is felt the British, through long 
vecupation of the Orkney islands, may 
have the best claim to the Falkland 
island dependencies. It might be pox- 
sible to arrange an exchange of juris- 
diction in which Britain would he- 
come undisputed in Wilkes Land. 
which is near Australia, and would 
forego any claim to the Falkland is- 
land dependencies. But this is not 
officially suggested here although it 
was mentioned informally in discus- 
sion of the situation, The question of 
exchange is not expected to form part 
of the forthcoming note, 

Areas just discovered by Byrd and 
named Rockefeller range and Marie 
Byrd Land, respectively, are estimated 
here to lie slightly south of King Ed- 
ward Land, which is claimed by Great 
Britain. Beyond the 8,000-foot peaks, 
Byrd reports, lies a land of unknown 
potentialities. During the next ant- 
urctic summer Byrd expects to mup

“Whenever in the opinion of the 
board, acting with the advice and as- 
sistance of the committee represent- 
ing the commodity under considera- 
tion, a surplus of such commodity ex- 
ists, so that prices are depressed 
more than an offset for carrying 
charges below the average normal level 
for the commodity.” he said, “the 
bonrd shall declure that an emergency 


exixta in the marketing of that com- 
modity.”

“The board.’ he continued in out- | 
lining his program, “shall enter into 
ap indemnity contract with co-opera- 
tive associations and stabilization cor- 
porations handling the products where-

That the Atlanta Athletic 
Club is greatly aiding the game 
of boxing in its promotion of 
monthly amateur tournaments,

“Old Man”’ Jack Britton, peren-

cording to our own rules, We would 
like to use wooden tees in the fair- 
way, dig a nice little excavation. be- 
hind the ball in a trap, and use a 
‘hand mashie”’ when everything else 
fails. 

To be very frank about the matter. 
too many of us dg play according to 
our own rules and those made by our 
opponents. Very few players will- 
fully disobey rules of the game or 
etiquette. Most infractions are the 
result of misunderstandings. With 
this in mind I am going to comply 
with the wishes of many friends and 
go over a few rules each day in this 
column. 

As all golf competition starts on 
the tee, that would be the logical 
place to begin this correspondence 
course, Much argument is often at- 
tached to the penalty incurred when 
a player plays a ball from outside 
the markers. In match play the ball 
may be recalled by the opponent and 
re-teed without penalty. In med:l 
competition, if a player drives his ball 
from outside the limits, he shall count 
that stroke and then play his secon‘l 
stroke from the proper position on 
the tee. Penalty for not doing this 
is disqualification in medal play. 

If a ball, when not in play, be 
knocked off a tee while addressing it. 
or fall off a tee, it may be re-teed 
without penalty; if the ball is struck 
when so moving: no penalty shall be 
incurred. 

The honor on the first tee shall be 
decided by lot and from that time 
on the side taking the fewer strokes 
on any hole shall have the honor on 
the next tee. 

More about the rules tomorrow. Any 
questions will be answered by this 
column if the little green book gives it.

Cc lose-Ups by Mrs. Richardson. 


: The April issue of Harper's Maga- 
zine carries an article entitled “Wom- 
“én in the Campaign,” revealing close- 
ups of feminine political bebavior, 
written by Anna. Steese Richardson, 
that notable feminine Jeader in repub- 


lican affairs, and contributor to 
monthly publications, who is so well 
known and so highly esteemed by At- 
lantans, who have met her here, that 
the story is well worth commentating 
upon. Readers of “Women in the 
Campaign” and particularly southern 
readers, may be interested in the fol- 
lowing item in a letter from Mrs. 
Richardson, which was addressed to 
the editor of Harper's, and based 
on her observations during a past 
election southern: trip. She says: 

“To my amazement (I might say 
horror) I learned that southern wom- 
en as a class. arban and rural, ac- 
tually believe that Mr. Hoover can 
and will enforce the prohibition laws. 
They were so told during the cam- 
‘paign by political and church leaders 
and hy representatives of the Anti- 
Saloon League. When I tried to ex- 
plain the limited powers of the presi- 
‘lent in all law enforcement’ they 
looked at me with the patient, pity- 
ing air of women completely enslaved 
by church and tradition. I had heard 
of southern ignorance but direct. 
close contact with it really appalled 
me,” 

Woman's Contribution. 

The woman's contribution to the 
campaign represented quantity rather 
than quality, says Mrs. Richardson. 
“They raised the voting score of 
the nation but not the standard of 
campaign methods.

Women En Masse. 


“Again let me remind readers that 
this article deals ~ with women en 
masse,” continues Mrs. Richardson. 
“It is true that the eampaizgn brought 
into the political limelight certain 
groups of women whose activities 
proved the possibilities for real lead- 
ership which organization women pos- 
sess and the’ steadying influence which 
they can-@xert on practical polities 
and political campaigns. One of these 
is the National League of Women 

It has been in existence since 
Its local leagues have econduct- 
ed regular classes in government and 
polities, Most of its members read in- 
tellizently and have developed a logi- 
eal approach to national problems, 
These women understood the campaign 
issues. They knew each candidate's 
position on government problems 
which they had studied, foreign rela- 
tions, government control of public 
utilities. farm rélief. Leaders of wom- 
en's clubs in many states also demon- 
strated their ability to organize ef- 
fectively the women of their parties. 
They strove valiantly to hold their 
groups to the real campaign issues. 
They based interesting programs on 
those issues and distributed’ the 
pamphlets published by their parties. 
Their efforts to stem the flood of emo- 
tionalism and personalities were gal- 
lant and often successful.” 


In Conclusion, 


In concluding her article, Mrs. Rich- 
ardson says: “The women leaders in 
the two major parties are planning to 
build permanent organizations among 
their followers, but. presidential elec- 
tions are carried by women who vote 
only when roused from apathy by is- 
sues .and candidates that stir their 
emotions, their fears, their prejudices. 
Can the interest of this inert mass 
be kept alive between elections? “The
